Hon a deaf person is dumb i» because 
something is wrong with his speech 
organs or his brain cells. As a 
matter of fact the only reason he 
does not talk is because, not having 
heard anyone speak, he does not 
know what to say. It is merely by 
the grace of God that we are not in 
like case, for the ear is a delicate 
organ, and anything— a light blow, 
a fall, a fever or any of the thousand 
and one ex|>eriences of childliood — 
may impair its use and, if liearint^ 
iji lo»t before the age of five or six 
years, a child rarely remembers fot 
long the vocabulary it has acquired 
before that time. 

Hvery State in our IJnfDn provid 
es for the education of its deaf. 
Each year some school for the deal 
is asked to enroll persons long pasi 
school age, who had never been 
sent to any schwd previously. 

Literature has no blind heroine 
who is not of unusual sweetne» 
and amiability, calling forth tlie 
deepest admiration and sympathy: 
but an attractive deaf character is 
hard to find in fiction, although in 
fact they are far more rare.

The march of progress in the 
modernization of the Institution build- 
ings continues. 

On Monday last, a gang of work- 
men starte<l to demolish the stairway 
in the southwest corner of the Main 
Building in preparation for a new fire- 
prcx)f stairway from basement to top 
fliKir. which will be enclosed in a 
smokeprtM)f well. This is a fore- 
runner of three other similar stairways 
to be built as soon as the first is com- 
pleted. One will be in the northwest 
corner of the Main Building, and two 
at the eastern end of the north and 
south wings. 

.Although the present stairw.iys have 
been in the buildings since their con- 
struction and occupancy in 1856, and 
are still in good condition, the Board 
of Directors decided to provide this 
extra safety measure for the pupils' 
protection in case of fire emergency. 

The Institution property was pur- 
chased from Colonel Monroe in 1853. 
In those days, the grounds were 
beyond the limit where surveys for 
streets had became legal, and it was 
necessary to build a dock on the river 
front, also a road leading from it to 
the Institution. The only road in 
existence at that time was the public 
one on the east side, leading to Kings- 
bridge Road, and was traversed by- 
stages several times a day. On the 
west side was the Hudson River 
Railn)ad, with a station at 152d 
Street. 

The Main Building was the first to 
be erected in New York City of 
i\Hlwaukec brick, and was constructed 
so substantially that it is considered 
today one of the best built in the City 
of New ^"ork. 

Memorial services were held in 
the Chapel, last Friday afternoon, 
for the late Professor William G. 
Jones. Teacher- Emeritus, who 
passed away on March 10th last. 
Mr. Jones served the Institution as 
a teiicher for over fifty years and 
retired about a year and a half ago. 

The seivice were conducted by 
the Principal, who eulogized Mr. 
Jones and related many incidents of 
his life. The principal was follow- 
ed by Dr. Fox and Professor 
Burdick, who si>oke of the work 
and good deeds of Mr. Jones while 
he was connected with the Institu- 
tion. Addresses were also made by 
Cadet Captain Nicholas Giordano 
for the boys, and Flora Christopher 
for the girls. 

On the evening of F'riilay, March 
15th, the annual dancing contest

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The day is not far distant when 
the American people generally will 
fully recognize and appreciate the 
services of the dentist as a guardian 
of public health. 

The United States Government ac- 
corded this recognition to his pro- 
fession when, during the War, it 
placed the dentist on the same foot- 
ing in the military establishment 
with the physician and surgeon. 

Dentistry is a branch of Ufedicine, 
and the dentist is the physician anu 
surgeon of the mouth. He is a 
"Specialist" in the same sense asi> 
the man who devotes himself cx- 
clusivelv to the ear or the throat..^ 
The importance of his branch oi 
medicine is becoming; more eviUeiii 
every dav. Recent uiedical Uis- 
coveries not only empUasize lue 
necessity of preventive dentistry. 
They also point out the fact tliat tne 
dentist plays the leading role lu lue 
cure or alleviation of di.seases tuai 
were for years of obscure origin. 

Of course, g^reat masses ot people 
are ignorant of even the first prin- 
ciples, give their teeth a pertunc- 
tory brushing twice a day, anu 
growl at a once-in-several-years bill 
from the dentist. 

In modern dentistry, as in modern 
medicine, the tendency is toward 
prevention rather than cure. "Do 
not let diseases get established in 
your mouth," the dentists say. 
F^nd dental troubles before the> 
begin, by taking proper care of the 
teeth and gums. 

"Taking proper care" means 
keepihg the teeth and gums absolute- 
ly clean at all times, and through 
all the years of life. 

Many parents pay slight attention 
to their children's teeth. They 
permit the first teeth to blacken and 
decay, or the permanent teeth to 
grow out of dlignnient. When 
these teeth do not meet and occlu- 
sion is not perfect, food is not well 
masticated, and malnutrition has 
begun. To avoid this condition, tht 
child should be under the observa- 
tion of a dentist during the period 
of dentition. 

So far as adults are concerned — 
most of their tooth troubles are 
avoidable. Visits to the dentist at 
frequent intervals will assure the 
ending ot dental troubles in the 
most incipient stage. 

Cavities detected when decay has 
just begun are easily and painlessly 
tilled. When decay has progressed 
to the point which involves tht 
nerves, not only is the condition 
serious, but treatment and repairs 
ire painful. 

All his knowletlge and skill tht 
dentist uses to avoid the inlliclioii 
of pain. But when the patient docs 
suffer, instead of blaming the dentist , 
let him think rather that he is en- 
during "a punishment which befits 
the crime." Had he observed tin 
laws of mouth hygiene, had lu 
visited his dentist in time, hewouki 
have saved himself useless pain ami 
expense. 

And u 1:^ .1 iomarkable fact thai 
so much emphasis is laid on "e.x 
pense." when health and fre<quently 
life itself are at stake. A man win 
will cheerfully pav his lawyer i. 
large fee for a matter involving hi^ 
property only, will howl in pretest 
when his dentist or physiciat. 
charges him but a fraction of thi 
legal fee for advice or treatment per 
haps involving his very life. 

Thedentist, like other profession 
al men, has invested years of his lift 
and a large sum of money in ac- 
quiring his knowledge and skill. 
The return on this investment must 
come in professional reiJUtation, in 
the cwnsciousness of service render 
ed to his fellow-men, and in a fin 
anoial compensation sufficient t> 
guarantee a livelihood and a reason 
able shar"5 of the plea.«ure of life. 

His fees must, of necessity, lu 
reckoned chiefly on his time. F'oi 
instance, it ti\kes time even to cleai 
the teeth, and time that could bt 
devoted equally well to work, com 
manding larger compensation. The 
public should take this fact int. 
consideration before protesting den- 
tal charges. 

The work of the dentist is essen 
till to the health of the communit\ 
awd therefore to its happiness ant 
prosperity. If it is to be of tht 
highest character, it must be fnlh 
recognized and generously paid for. 
Then only will real progress b« 
made along the pathway toward th< 
goal which, modern dentistr>- seek
